The symptoms of subacute bac­ 
terial 
endocarditis 
consists 
of 
fever, loss of weight and strength, 
the presence of heart murmur or 
abnormal sounds heard during the 
beating of the heart, and the de­ 
velopment of tiny red spot* known 
as petechiae in the skin. 
When the sulfonamide drugs 
were first discovered, efforts to 
treat subacute bacterial endocar­ 
ditis with these preparations were 
made, but cures did not result. 
More recently a number of pa­ 
tients have been treated with pen­ 
icillin. Prior to this time, the con­ 
dition was considered as almost 
invariably fatal. 
Doctors Martin Henry Dawson 
and Thomas II. Hunter of New 
York report their results in 20 
patients who were treated with 
penicillin. In seven cases, the* drug 
was given by injection into a mus­ 
cle at frequent intervals, usually 
every three hours. In five cases, 
the penicillin was allowed to drip 
into a vein and in the remainder, 


i both methods of treatm ent were 
employed. The dose varied from as 
little as 80,000 units to as much as 
600,000 units per day. The total 
amount ranged from 830,000 units 
to more than 36,000,000. The treat­ 
ment was continued for periods 
varying from ten to sixty-two 
days. In all instances it was de­ 
termined that the condition was 
caused by a streptococcus. In the 
majority of patients a drug known 
as heparin was also employed. 
This drug has the power of pre­ 
venting the clotting of the blood. 
Of the 20 patients treated, 15 
at present not only are free of 
symptoms 
but also have been 
shown to be free of infection by 
tests of the blood for the presence 
of streptococcus germs. Of the re­ 
maining five, two seemed to be in 
good general health, although re­ 
lapses occurred when the treat­ 
ment with penicillin was stopped. 
The remaining three patients died. 
Doctors Dawson and Hunter be­ 
lieve that before treatm ent of sub­ 
acute 
bacterial 
endocarditis 
is 
•tarted 
with 
penicillin, 
testa 
should be made of the germ caus­ 
ing the trouble to see if it is sensi­ 
tive to the penicillin, that Is, to 
determine whether or not the pen­ 
icillin destroys it. If the germ is 
sensitive to the penicillin, it is 
likely that the treatm ent will be 
successful. 
This treatm ent of subacute bac­ 
terial endocarditis with penicillin 
represents another great advance 
In medicine, since a once incur­ 
able disease now seems to be put 
into the curable class.

WASHINGTON, April 20—Ches­ 
ter Bowles, administrator of the 
Office of Price Administration, to­ 
day denied charges by Rep. George 
A. Bender, FL, Ohio, that butter 
was 
spoiling 
on 
the 
grocery 


shelves of the nation because its 
point value was too high. 
“A careful check fails to in d i­ 
cate that there is as yet any spoil­ 
age,'’ Bowles said. “Those retailers 
who bought somewhat more, than 
the needs of their customdrg have 
been disposing of their stocks and 
there is still an unsatisfied demand 
in most retail outlets. 
“There is no actual surplus of 
butter and a ready m arket is avail­ 
able,” Bowles concluded. 
The OPA chief admitted there 


had been isolated rases of butter 
spoilage because of “mishandling” 
or the fact that the butter was in­ 
ferior in quality. He said such 
spoilage 
was expected even 
in 
normal periods. 
Bender sent Bowles two letters 
from Dayton women saying that
